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New Bridge Road. When Singapore was taken 
over bv Sir Stamford Raffles in 1819 on behalf of 
the East India Company, it was almost unin¬ 
habited, but has now a population of nearly a 
quarter of a million. The climate isalvvays humid 
and usually very hot. 
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
